HEN Tf Jately fpoke of Triumphs, 
and the Behaviour of the Romans 
on thofe Occafions, 1 knew by my 
Skill in Attrology, that there was 
a great Event approaching to our 

‘Advantage ; but not having yet taken upon me 

to tell Fortunes, I thought fit to defer the Men- 

tion of the Battle of A4ons till it happend; 
which Moderation was no fmall Pain to me: But 

Ifhould wrong my Art, if I conceal’d that fome 

of my Aerial Intelligencers had fignified to ime 

the News of it ev’n om Paris, before the Arrival 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Graham in England. All 

Nations, as well as Perfons, have their good and 

evil Genius attending ‘em; but the Kingdom of 

France has Three, the laft of which is neither for 

it nor againit it in Reality, but has for fome Months 

paft aéted an ambiguous Part, ‘and attempted to 
fave its Ward from the Incurfion of its powerful 

Enemies, by little Subterfuges and Tricks, which a 

Nation is more than undone when it is reducd to 

practife. Thus, inftead of giving exact Accounts 

and Reprefentations of Things, they tell_what is 
indeed true, but at the fame Time a Falthood 
when all the Circumftances come to be related. Pa- 
colee was at the Court of France on Friday Night 
laft, when this Genius of that Kingdom came thi- 
ther in the Shape of a Polt-Boy, and cry‘d out, 

That AZons was reliev'd, and the Duke of AZarl- 
borough march’d. Pacolet was much aftonith’d at 
this Account, and immediatcly chang’d his Form, 
and flew to the Neighbourhood of A4Zons, from 
whence he found the Allies had really march'd, and 
began to enquire into the Reafons of this fuddea 
Change, and he!f fcar’d he had heard a Truth of 
the Polture of the French Affairs, ev’n in their own 
Country. But upon diligent Enquiry among the 
Acrials who attend thefe Regions, and Contulta- 
tion with the neighbouring Peafants, he was able to 
bring me the following Account of the Motions 
of the Armies fince they retir'd from about that 
Place, and the Action which follow’d thereupon. 

On Saturday the 7th of September, N.S. the Con- 
federate Army was alarm’d in their Camp at Havre 
by Intelligence, That the Enemy were marching to 
attack the Prince of Heffe. Upon this Advice, the 

Duke of Marlborough commanded that the Troops 
thould immediately move, which was accordingly 
erform’d, and they were all join’d on Sunday the 
Bichth at Noon. On that Day in the Morning 
it appear'd, that inftead of being attack’d, the ad- 
wanc'd Guard of the Detachment commanded by 
the Prince of He/fe had_difpets'd and taken Prito- 
ners a Party of the Enemy's Horle, which was 
{éut out to obferve the March of the Confederates. 
The French mov'd froin QOviverain on Sunday in 
ihe Morning, ‘and inclin‘d to the Right trom 
thence all that Day. The gth, the AZomday fol- 





lowing, they continued their March, till on Tuef- 

day the Tenth they poffeis'd themfélyes otf the 

Woods of Do#r and Blaagics. As foon 23 they came 

into that Ground, they threw up Intrenchments 

with all Expedition. The Allies arriv’d within few 

Hours aficr the Enemy was pofted; but the Duke of 

Marlborough thought fit to wait for the Arrival of 

the Reinforcement which he expected from the Siege 

of Tournay. Upon Notice that thefe Troops were fo 

far advanc’d, as to be depended on for an Action the 

cent Day, it was accordingly refolv'd to engage the 

nery. | | ; 

Tt will be neceflary for underftanding the Grcat- 

nefS of the Aétion, and the feveral Motions madé 

in the Time of the Engagement, that you have in 

your Mind an Idea of the Place. The Two Ar- 

mics on the rith Inftant were both drawn up be- 
fore the Woods of Dour, Blaugies, Sart and Fan- 
fart ; the Army of the Prince of Savoy on the 
Right before that of Blaagies ; the Forces of Great 
Britain in the Center on his Left; thofe of the 
High Allies, with the Wood Sart, as well as a large 
Interval of plain Ground, and Fanfart, on the Leit 
of the Whole. The Enemy were intrench’d in the 
Paths of the Woods, and drawn up behind Twa 
Intrenchments over againft them, oppofite to ihe 
Armies of the Duke of Marlboroigh and Prince 
Eugene. There were alto Two Lines intrencld in 
the Plains over again{t the Army of the States, 
This was the Pofture of the French and Confederate 
Forces when the Signal was giv'n, and the whol¢ 
Line mov’d onto the Charge. The Dateh Army 

commanded by the Prince of Heffe, attack’d with 
the moft undaunted Bravery; and aticr a very ob- 
ftinate-Refiftance, torc’'d the firft Intrenchment of 
the Enemy in the Plain between Sart and Fau/fart ; 
but were repulsid in their Attack on the iccond 
with great Slaughter on both Sides. The Duke of 
Marlborough, while this was traniaéting on the 
Left, had with very muth Difficulty march’d thro” 
Sart, and beaten the Enemy from the feveral In- 
trenchments they had thrown up ih it. As {oon a3 
the Duke had marched into the Plain, he ob- 
ferv'd the main Body of the Enemy drawn 
up and intrench'd in the Front of his Army. 
This Situation of the Enemy, in the ordinary 
Courfe of War, is ufually thought an Advantace 
hardly to be furmounted; and inight appear im- 
practicable to any, but that Army which: hid jutt 
overcome greater Difficulties. The Duke comman- 
ded the Troops to form, but to forbear charging till 
turther Order. In the mean Time he vifited the 
Lelt of our Line, where the Troops of the States 
had been engag’d. The Slaughter on this Side had 
been very great, and the Troops incapable of ma- 
king further Progreis, except they were tuddenly 
reintorc’d. "The Right of our Line was attack’d 
foon after their coming upon the Plain; but they 
drove back the Enemy with fuch Bravery, that 
the Rear} began to incline to the Allies by the 
precipitate Retreat of the French to their Works; 
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from whence they were immediately beaten. 


The Duke, upon obferving this Advantage on thie 
Right, comm:ndea the Earl of Oriacy Ww march 
with a ‘ufficient Number of Battalions to force the 
Enemy fiom their Intrenchiients on the Plain be- 
tween the Woods of Surt and Fanfert ; which being 
perform’d, the Horte of the Allies march’d into the 
Plains, cover d by iheir own Foot, and forming them- 
felves in good Order. the Cavalry of the Enemy at- 
tempted no more, but to cover the Fuot in their 
Retreat ; but the Allies made fo good ute of the 
beginning of the Victory, that all their Troops 
mov'd on with freth Reiolution, ull they taw the 
Enemy fly before them towards Conde and Maubenge ; 
after whom proper Det chments were made, who 
made a terrible Sleughter in the Puriuit. In this 
Action, it is faid Prince Exgene was wounded, as 
alfo the Duke of Aremberg, and Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral Webb. The Count of Oxca/fera, Colonel Lilo, 
and Sir Thoras Pendergrafs, kill. This wonderful 
Succefé, obtain’d under all the Difficulties that could 
be opposd in the Way of an Army, mutt be ac- 
knowledzed as owing tothe Genius, Courage and 
Conduct, of the Duke of Afarlborough, a Goutuin- 
mate Heroc; who has liv’d not only beyond the 
Time i» which Cefzr faid, He was arriv’d at a Sa- 
ticty o: Lite and Glory; but alio been fo long 
the Suvject of Panegyrick, that it is as hard to fay 
any thing new in his Praife, as to add to the Merit 
which requires fuch culogiums.
